Every 
one has free Liberty to build a Baw or 
Temple, and when it is finiſhed, purchaſes 
or beſtows a few Acres of Ground to main- 
tain a certain Number of Prieſts and Novices,

Trials by Ordeal, the Fertility of the Coun- 
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who manure and cultivate the Ground for 
their own Suſtenance, and inthe Gardenthe 
Prieſts and Novices have à Convent built 
for their Conveniency of Lodgings and Stu- 
dy, and thoſe are their ſettled Benefices, for 
they are no Charge to the Laity, but by 
their induſtrious Labour in managing their 
Gaarden, they have enough for themſelves, 
and ſomething to ſpare to the poor Indigent 
of the Laity ; but if their Garden is too 
ſmall or ſteril for the Subſiſtence of their 
Family, then they ſend ſome Novices abroad 
with a large Orange-coloured Mantle about

The 
Carcaſe is the Trunk of a great Tree made hol- 
low, leaving about two Inches of ſolid Wood 
without the Cylinder, to ſtrengthen it, the

Thongs of green Buffaloes Hides, and hale

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ting, and thoſe Thongs are put from one 
End to the other, in the Place of Hoops, 
and when they grow dry, they are as cloſe 
on the Carcaſe as ſo many Hoops. Then 
they ſecure the Ends, that the Compoſition 
may come gradually out, when fired. The 
Carcaſe they place on a Branch of a large 
high Tree, which grows plentifully in their 
Fields, and fix it in the Poſition they would 
have it mount in when fired, and then they 
take a large Bambow for a Tail to balance it. 

When 
the Tail is made faſt according to Art, then 
the Day of Solemnity is proclaimed, and great 
Numbers of People of all Ranks, Degrees 
and Ages, aſſemble to ſee the Rocket fly. 
When all are convened, the Laſhings that 
faſtned it to the Tree, are cut, except ſo 
many as can ſupport it from falling, and 
there are Men with Hatchets ready to cut 
them, when the Fire is put to it, which is 
done by the Owner, and then the Rocket 
takes Flight, and ſome fly a prodigious 
Height, others come to the Ground, and 
fly 5. or 600 Paces in an irregular Motion, 
S wounding or ſcorching all that come in its 
Way.

Part, as it lies along. The Inſtrument is a- 

bout three Foot long, and eight or ten Inches 
broad, and fix Inches deep. They beat

Tux Rx are two large Temples near Oy 
 rian; ſo Ake one another in Structure, that 
they ſeem to be built by one Model.

1 faw one of the, Natives of thoſe Iſland: 
at Atcheen in Anno 1694, He was then about 
40 Years of Age. The Audemaners had 
yearly Cuſtom ro come to the Nicobar 1 
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@ (lands, with a great Number of ſmall Praws; 
and kill or take Priſoners: as many of the 
poor Nicohareans as they could overcome. 
The Niobareans again joyned their Forces, 
and gave the Canibals Battle, when they met 
with them, and one Time defeated them, and 
gave no Quarter to the Andemaners. This 
Man above mentioned, when a Boy of 10 or 
12 Vears of Age, accompanied his Father in 
the Wars, and was taken Priſoner, and his 
Vouth recommending him to Mercy, they 
E faved his Life, and made him a Slave. Af- 
ter he had continued ſo three or four Years, 
he was carried to Atcheen to be ſold for 

Cloth, Knives and Tobacco, which are the 

Commodities moſt wanting on the Nzcobars. 
The Atcheeners being Mahometans, this Boy's 


Patron bred» him up in that Religion, and 
ſome Years after his Maſter dying, gave him 


his Freeedom; he having a great Deſire to 
ſee his native Country, took a Prat, and 
the Months of December, January and Fe- 
bruary being fair Weather, and the Sea ſmooth,

Place for Trade, I will begin with it, and 
| coaſt along the Welt Side of it, till I come 
round again to Andraguiry, to the North- 
weſtward of which River there 1s little or no- 
 Atcheen, for many Ages, has been a noted 
Port for Trade from Surat, Malabar, Chor- 
mondel, Bengal, Pegu and China.

Indulgences from the Queen o Atcheen, tothe 
Engliſh who traded to her Country. About 
the Year 1675. the Dutch made War on her,

They ſhut up the Port of Al- 
cheen by their Shipping, and ſtraitned the

Bencolon, being called to the Government of 


the Colony, but not very fit for that Charge, 
becauſe of his intemperate drinking, it for- 


tuned in his ſhort Reign, that four Princes 


differed, and rather than run into Acts of 
Hoſtility, referred their Differences to the Ar- 
bitriment of the Engliſh Governor, and came 
to the Fort with their Plea. Mr. Sowdon ſoon = 
determined their Differences in favours of 

the two that complained ; and becauſe the 


others ſeem'd diſſatisfied with his Determina- 


tion, ordered both their Heads to be ſtruck 
off, which ended their Diſputes effeRually, 
and made them afterwards to make up Diffe- 
rences among themſelves, without troubling 


the Engliſh with their Contentions and im- 


pertinent Quurrels, but Governor So 
was ſent for to Fort St. George, and another 
ſent in his Place leſs ſangu n. 
Ap ever ſince that Time there has been 2 
Succeſſion of moderate Governors, and ſome 


have been guilty of as much Temerity the o- 


ther Way. For in- Anno 1719. the then Go 


ties le 


vernor, having ſome Diſputes with ſome of 
the Natives, was ſomewhat fearful of them. 
On a feſtival Day, in firing Guns, a Wad 
from one of them ſet Fire to an Houſe 
thatcht with Reeds, and ſeveral Others .CON- 
tiguous to it took Fire from it, ſo that it ſpread 
through the Market Place. The Governor 
boliering it to be done maliciouflyby the Na- 
es, left the Fort precipitantly, and got on 
board of a Ship in the Road, leaving ſome 
Cheſts of Money, and all the Artillery, Arms, 
Ammunition, and other Effects of his Maſters, 


behind him, and his Gariſon, following their

Far Natives being ſurpriſed with the 
ſudden Departure of the Eugliſh, went into the

barked on their Veſſels, and diſperſed them- 
ſelves in Places where they thought they might 
Tur chief Merchant of the Chine ſe, who 
is generally called the China Captain, in the 
Places where the Chino ſe have Trade, went 
to Batavia to ſome Relations he had there, 


but the Datel, according to their wonted 


Hoſpitality in India, puniſhed him as a Cri- 
minal, and taught him to make Lime and car- 
ry Stones the Remnant of his Pays, for dar- 

ing to ſettle among the Eugliſhb. Some of 

the Chine ſe I ſaw the fame Year at Tranganuo 
in Fohore, who gave me this Account. Where-

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ever theſe poor Chineſe came, in Places where 
the Dutch had Power, they were as heartily 
perſecuted as a Poor Proteſtant is that takes 
Sanctuary in a Country where the holy, chari- 
table, zealous Nomi ſh Clergy have Power. 
Tu E Natives were alm rate by the Eu- 
glijſþ Deſertion. For as their Trade lay all 
on their Pepper, none came to buy it, and 
cheir Regret being known at Fort St. George, 
chere was a new Governor ſent back with a 
„new Gariſon, to take Pofleſhon again of their 
„own Fort. What the Company loſt by that 
- W unaccountable Piece of Temerity, I know

not, but they gained very little Credit by it. 


TE Country above Bencolon is moun- 
> Wl tainous and woody, and I have heard that 
e chere are many Yulcances in this Ifland ; but 
n whatever may be the Cauſe, the Air is full 
d of malignant Vapours, and the Mountains are 
continually clothed with thick heavy Clouds, 
that break out in Lightning, Thunder, Rain, 
and ſhort-liv'd Storms. Their Food is not 
fit for every Stomach. Tame Buffalo may be 
had, but no'Cow-beef. Poultry are ſcarce 
and dear, and ſo is Fiſh, but ſome Sorts of 
Fruits are pretty plentiful ; however, the 
Gentlemen there live as merrily, tho' not. ſo 
long, as in other Places bleſt with Plenty, 
and ſo ſociable, that they leave their Eſtates 
eo , ¾ ß Tap 
Sillebar lies but four Leagues to the Southj- 
eaſtward of Bencolon, and has a fine conveni- 
ent Harbour to ſhelter Shipping from all 
Dangers cauſed by „ but the freſh Wa- 


ter 
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ter is bad, and if drunk any conſiderable 
Time, cauſes Grippings and Fluxes, but it 
wants a River to bring Pepper from the in- 
land Countries. There is no Place of Com- 
merce or Note between Sillebar and Lam- 
poun Point, which is the Southwardmoſt Point 
on Sumatra, nor any Thing remarkable on 
the Sea. ſhore, but a ſmall Village called Pz/- 
ungen, which has a {mall low FMand lying a 
little Way off it, and there is above 40 Fa- 
thoms deep within an Engl; Mile of the 
Shore. And the Ifland of Erngano lies in the 
 Offiing, about 20 Leagues from it. It is an 
lIland about 3 Leagues long, uninhabited, 
very ſmooth, without Mountains, and may 
be ſeen nine or ten Leagues oft. 


TLampoun lies twenty Leagues from the 
Point within the Streights of Sunda, at the 
Bottom of a deep Bay. The Engizſh had a 
1 good Pepper Factory there, but it being a 
Part of the King of Bantam's Dominions, 
that Factory was loſt when the Dutch com- 
pelled the Engliſh to leave Bantam, in Anno 
1683. and what Lampoun produces, is carried

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CHAP. XIII. 


Treats of the Eaſt Side of Sumatra, with 
the adjacent Iſlands, their Product, Com- 
merce, and Cuſtoms. F 


HERE are no other Places of Note 
on that Part of the S#marra Coaſt, till 
we come to Pullambam, which lies oppoſite 
to the North -weſt Point of the Hand of 
Banka, about four Leagues diſtant from it. 
Pullambam is a Dutch Factory that brings 
them great Quantities of Pepper, being un- 
der Contract with the King of Pullambam, 
and other inland Princes, to take off all their 
Pepper at a certain Price, I think it is for 10 
Pieces of Eight, or 50 Shillings Ster. a Ba- 
haar, of 400 Pounds Engliſb ſuttle Weight, 
one Half to be paid in Money, and the other 
Half in Cloth. The Cloth Part the Compa- 
ny pays at 70 per Cent. on the prime Coſt; 
but all other Nations are debarr'd Commerce 
there, except the Chineſe, and by their Means 
the Engliſh come in for a Share of their Pep-- 
per, as our Ships paſs through the Streights 
, . aki! 
Pullambam lies about eight Leagues from 
the Sea, on the Banks of a large River, which 
divides it ſelf into ſeveral Branches, and they 
diſemboque at four Mouths into the Sea. he 
Dutch keep two ſmall Sloops cruiſing about 
thoſe Mouths of the River, to prevent Smug- 
pling, but Iand many others have found Ways 
and Means to lade our Ships full with Pep-

Banta has a very foul Coaſt for 6 Leagues 
within Monapin Point, which is the North- 
welt Cape- land on the Iſland; and over that 
Cape there is an high Mountain called Mo- 
napin Hill. On the North-eaſt Coaſt of the 
Hand there are ſo many Banks and Rocks 
under Water, that Navigation is very preca- 
rious, and none but Panjalangs and Praws 
(mall Veſſels) venture to go that Tract; 
beſides, there are no Places of Commerce 
on the North-eaſt Side of Bana, to invite a 
Stranger by the Proſpect of Gain, and fo 1 
return back to the Coaſt of Sumatra again, 
without taking Notice of the little Pepper 
and Dammar that are the Product of Banka.

TAE pms ay of Java is partly Mahome- 
y Pagan. The Pagans chooſe

them in an horid monſtrous Shape, and the 
Prieſteſſes ſacrifice an Hog to him. The Em- 
peror reſides at an inland Town called Car- 
taſburi, about three Days Journey from Sa- 
narang, where I'll leave him, and proceed to 
TAE Ifland of Madura, that produces no- 
thing for a foreign Market, but Deer Skins.

on the Weſt End of it called Larrentoucta. 
Finding the Place convenient and ſafe to paſs 
three or four Months of the Weſterly Mon- 
ſoons, he took an Houſe aſhore, and kept 
ſometime one Part of his Ship's Crew aſhore, 
and ſometimes another, to refreſh them. He 
gave Warning to the People of the 'Town 
not to truſt his Men, but they, minding their 
own Profit, had truſted” the Seamen about 
100 L. Sterl.. A little before he was ready 
to ſail, the Creditors came and demanded 
their Money. He refuſed Payment, alledg- 
ing that a publick Crier Had gone through 
the Town forbidding any Body to truſt his 
Men, and that Crier was ordered by a Ma- 
pron to proclaim the Prohibition. The 
reditors ſaid it was true they could not re- 
cover any Thing by Law, but if he valued 
his own Health he would fatisfie them, if not 


in all, yet in Part, and ſo he paid one Half,

It began about the Year 
1688. and was not quite finiſhed in the 1703, 
and Maccao in the End was ruined by it, for 
it exhauſted” both their Stock of Men and 
Money to ſuch a Degree, that of 1000 Ci-

IHE Iſland of Aynam lies in the Bay of |

Juin, but at preſent a Part of the Dominions 
of Cbina. Its greateſt Product is Salt, and is 


not frequented on account of Trade. There 


is no Paſſage for Veſſels of Burden; between 
it and the Continent, being ſo full of dange- 
rous Banks and rapid Currents. The mid | 
Lands ſeem very mountainous. The Eaſt 
and South Sides are low, but clear of Danger. 
About two Leagues from its Shores, is

Tur next Courſe I ſteer, is into Quanſi, 


the Southermoſt Province of China, and as 


yet has not been brought to acknowledge the 


Tiurtar Domination. It 'admits of no Com-

them, and are ſo bold and couragious, that 
ane of their little Gallies will attack four of 
the Emperor's, and make them flee before 
them, for they give Quarter to none that 
bear Arms under the T rtar Prince, as they 
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call the Emperor. The Country is fruitful 
and populous, and produces much raw Silk 
and Drugs, ſuch as China Root, Gallingal, &c. 
It has 80 Leagues of a Sea-coaſt, and is boun- 
ded by the Lim pacao Iſlands, and Canton River. 
Canton or Juantung (as the Chineſe ex- 
preſs it) is the next maritim Province; and 
Maccaw, a City built by the Portugnueze, 
was the firſt Place of Commerce. This 
City ſtands on a ſmall Ifland, and is al- 
moſt ſurrounded by the Sea. Towards the 
Land it is defended by three Caſtles built on 
the Tops of low Hills. By its Situation and 
Strength by Nature and Art, it was once 
thought impregnable. Indeed their beautiful 
Churches and other Buildings give us a re- 
flecting Idea of its ancient Grandeur, for in 
the Forepart of the ſeventeenth Century, ac- 
ſcording to the Chriſtian Ara, it was the 
greateſt Port for Trade in India or China. 
Tux largeſt Braſs Cannon that ever I ſaw. 
Wire mounted in proper Batteries about the 
City. I meaſured: one (amongſt many) out 
of Curioſity, and found it 23 Foot from the 
Breech to the Muzzle Ring, nine Inches and 
2 Quarter diameter in the Bore, and it was 
12250 Rotullaes or 1b.

ing Storm before it came, the Air was in 
great Agitation by much Lightning continu- 
ally —1.— no Thunder nor Rain. We 
prepared for its coming from Noon to Sun- 
fet, making every Thing in the Ship faſt, our 
Yards lowered as low as conveniently they 
could be, and our Sails made faſt with Coils 
of ſmall Ropes, beſides their uſual furling 
Lines. At Nine in the Night it laid our 
Ship's Gunnel under Water, and I wiſht our 
Main-maſt had been away, which about Ten 

was effected, and it carried our Mizzen- maſt 

along with it. On its going over board our 
Ship came to Rights a little, and her lee 
-Gunnel was clear of the Water, but much 
„Water getting down at the Hatches, we had 
d five Foot Water in the Ship, and no Poſſibi- 
ul lity of getting it out by pumping, for our

We ſoon cleared ourſelves of the An- 
chors, by cutting the Cables, and, before 
Day, we were quit of our Fore-maſt and 
Boltſprit. About Eight in the Morning 
the Storm abated, and at Ten I called over 
the Muſter-roll, and found none wanting, 
but between ſeventy and eighty bruiſed and 
wounded, who were carefully dreſt by our 
Surgeons, and all recovered. The Sea con- 
tinued turbulent, but we having two ſpare 
Top- maſts, rigg d them up, and having fav'd 


our Mizzen-yard and Enſign-ſtaff, fitted them

towards the Land, and, before it was dark, 
anchored near ſome lands called Les [hos 
de Viados" by the Portugue ge.

They ſeemed 
ſurpriſed that I knew the Market, and would 
fain have known who had informed me of 
the Prices, but I deſired to be excuſed on 
that Point, and to proceed to bid for them- 
ſelves. My Cargo conſiſted. in Cotton, ut- 
chock or Radix dulcis, Roſamalla or liquid 
Storax and Surat coarſe Chints, which, ac- 
cording to the current Market, would have 
come to 14000 Tayels, but they would not 
come within 80 & Cent, of the Market Price. 

I finding myſelf inſulted, had a Mind to 
wait on the Vice-king, who reſided at a 
Town called Sachow, about 20 Miles up the 
River, and, in order to go thither, I applied 
myſelt, by the Aſſiſtance of the French Lin- 
uiſt, to a Mandereen called the Chumpin, 
or Licence to go to Sachow, and for his 
Letter of Recommendation to the Vice-ro. 
The News of my being with the Chumpin a- 
larmed the Hapoa and my Merchants, who 
found no Way to impede my going but by

ons, and 100 Tayels for Preſents. to ſome 
 Maidereens, and then they told me, for what 
remained I ſhould have Goods at the current 
Price of the Market, tho' I was obliged tal 
take them between 40 and 50 per Cent. high: 
er. They made me pay 23 T Helr per Cheſt 
for Japon Copper, which Tcould have boughtYF 
for 9 Tayetr, and for . China Copper I wa 
nnn . 
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charged ten and an half, which I bought at 
Maccao for ſeven, ſome Fir Maſts that 
cheapned for 69 Tayels they made me pay 250. 
It was the Middle of January 1704. before I 
had ended my Accounts with them, andi 
wanted Permiſſion to go to Macao, but that 
could not have. They jt me off, from 
Day to Day, about a Week. At length J vi- 
ſited the French. Chief, and he frankly, told 
me, that they would not let me go till I laid 
out ten thouſand Tayels of Silver with them, 
which they were informed I had on Board 
of my Ship, and that my Merchants had told 
him ſo. I anſwered, that being bound to A. 
moy, J had Bills an Merchants there for near 
that Sum, which, with my Goods, had been 
ſufficient to have loaded my Ship there, for 
which Reaſon I had brought no Silver with 
me; but I found there was no End to their 

Villany, and therefore I would go without 
Leave, if I had it not in three Days. He told 
me of many ill Conſequences that would at- . 
tend violent Courſes; but I anſwered him, 
That I could no longer bear their Inſults, 

and, if I had not re in three Days,

Three 
Days after my Arrival came my Maſts, and 
as they were paſſing through the Harbour of 
Maccao, towards my Ship, they were ſtopt by 
the Procuradore of the City. When Word 
was brought me, I ſent my Purſer, who ſpake 
good Portugueze, that if my Maſts were not 
delivered the ſame Day, I would take the 
| Maſts out of their Ships that lay cloſe by me, 
let the Conſequence be what it would. Soto 
avoid Trouble, oy Maſts were cleared. 
Two of my Merchants came to Maccao, 
under Pretence of clearing Accounts fairly. 
T invited them on board to dine with me, but 
they would not do me that Honour. "They 
had heard of the Contract I had made with 
the China Merchants, to carry them and their 
Goods to Pullo-coudore, which Contract they 
broke, for that ſtrong Reaſon, that they had 
bought me of the Hapoa, and that Freight I 
had no Power to contract for, but they 
would furniſn them with a Paſſage for them 
and their Goods, on the ſame Terms that 
I had agreed on, ſo I was obliged to loſe my 
I I received what Goods they were pleaſed to 
bring me, but I found wanting 80 Cheſts of 
Japon Copper, and ſome Toothenague that

had wei off at Canton, and put the 
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Stocks Mark on them. I askt the Reaſon 
why they did not deliver thoſe Goods, ſince, 
according to their own Account, there was 

aà Balance due to me of 1800 Tayele. They 
told me that they would give no more, and 
the Balance they would keep, for fear they 
ſhould loſe on my imported Cargo. I bid 
them farewel, and promiſed to let them hear 
from me by the firſt Jon of theirs that! 
met with. Next Day I ſent them my Ac- 
count, wherein I ſhewed that they and the Ha- 
poa had cheated me of 12000 Tayels, and that 

1 ſhould not fail to make Repriſals when I 
met with any Effects of theirs. According- 

ly Idid at Fohore, by the King's Permiſſion, 
ſeize a ſonk of theirs, and ſecured their Books 
of Accounts, having two Portugueze Natives 
of Maccao, who could ſpeak and write Chi- 
neſe, and they found out what Merchandize

ver, while they are Infants, and if any chari- | 
table Perſons ſee them, and commiſerate their 
Condition, they may take them out, and 


bring them up as their own, either for Mar- 
riage, Concubinage, or Slavery.

Bag; and Gold is ſo plentiful and cheap, that 
a Cupang of twenty Shillings in Japon, pailes 
current at Batavia for thirty two Shillings, 
and when the Lion is ſtampt on it by the 
Company, it paſſes for forty Shillings Ser. 
THEIR Prureellem, wy earthen Ware, 
is finer than China Ware, but much thicker _ 
and heavier; and the Colours Ns, and 
it ſells much dearer, either in India or Eu- 
rope, than what is made in China, but their 
Tea is not half ſo good.
